RE:   Recommendation  that  the  Board  convene  a  Workshop  on 
Central  Freeway  Alternatives  on  October  1,  1991. 

Dear  President  Ward: 

In  the  aftermath  of  public  controversy  surrounding  the  delayed 
reopening  of  the  Central  Freeway,  the  Board  has  passed  four 
resolutions  urging  Caltrans  to  study  alternatives  to  its  proposed 
reconstruction  project.   In  April  of  this  year,  the  Board  urged 
Caltrans  to  prepare  an  Environmental  Impact  Statement  prior  to 
commencement  of  the  project.   Subsequent  resolutions  urged  the  City 
Attorney  to  investigate  potential  environmental  law  violations  and 
seek  injuctive  relief  to  stop  the  project;  urged  the  Federal  Highway 
Administration  to  withhold  grant  funding  until  alternatives  were 
considered;  and  supported  Senator  Kopp's  proposed  amendment  of  a 
highway  bill  to  prohibit  Caltrans  from  acting  without  approval  of 
the  Board.   Copies  of  these  Resolutions  are  attached  for  your 
convenience . 

Following  these  resolutions,  we  have  engaged  in  discussions  with 
Caltrans,  seeking  agreement  to  a  clear  City  role  in  the  assessment 
and  selection  of  repair  alternatives.   These  discussions  have 
included  Supervisor  Maher,  representatives  of  Senator  Marks  and 
Senator  Kopp,  the  Mayor's  Office,  and  various  interested  City 
departments.   As  our  discussions  proceeded,  Caltrans  commenced  its 
proposed  project,  including  partial  demolition  of  the  Oak/Fell  ramps. 

On  Wednesday,  August  28,  1991,  Caltrans  presented  the  final 
draft  of  a  study  that  included  a  wide  range  of  alternative  freeway 
alignments.   At  the  same  time,  Caltrans  requested  that  the  City 
provide  direction  on  how  to  proceed.   Discussion  of  this  request  led 
to  the  recommendation  that  Caltrans  and  the  Board  convene  a  workshop 
to  review  feasible  alternatives  and  determine  a  final  course  of 
action.   A  copy  of  the  Caltrans"  study  has  been  filed  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board. 

Each  freeway  alternative  presents  a  complex  set  of  beneficial 
and  detrimental  effects.   A  joint  City/Calt rans  workshop  would  allow 
the  Board  and  the  Mayor  to  hear  public  testimony  and  expert  opinions 
before  choosing  any  alternative.   City  departments  are  now  studying 
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each  alternative,  and  will  be  prepared  to  discuss  them  at  such  a 
workshop,  along  with  Caltrans  engineers.   The  question  of  whether 
the  closed  Oak/Fell  ramps  should  be  totally  demolished  would  be 
aired  at  the  workshop  so  that  the  Board  will  have  sufficient  facts 
on  which  to  base  a  decision. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  workshop  be  scheduled  on  October 
1,  1991.   This  date  would  allow  the  Board  to  take  testimony  prior  to 
the  time  that  Caltrans  must  decide  whether  to  totally  demolish  the 
Oak/Fell  ramps.   Now  that  Caltrans  has  begun  actual  demolition,  this 
course  will  keep  Caltrans  moving  as  efficiently  as  possible,  while 
acting  under  specific  guidance  from  the  City.
